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DETAILED ACTION 

Final Rejection 

I. Action Summary 

The Amendments to the Claims and Remarks submitted to the Office on August 22, 2006 
has been fully considered and will be the basis of the following Action. Claims 33 and 34 are 
allowable. 

II. Response to Amendments 

A. Election: Response to Election (Remarks August 22, 2006) 

The applicant's arguments filed on August 22, 2006 have been fully considered and are 
not persuasive, the applicant traverse the restriction on the basis that the Examiner should 
examine the compounds of formula (I) wherein G is G2 and G3 as there is not a burden to 
examine all the inventions wherein G=G2 and G3. The request to search the invention where 
G=G2 and G3 is declined because the invention are distinct and independent. However upon 
further consideration the request to examiner Formula (I) where G=G2 and G3 has been granted. 

B. 55 use §103 Rejection 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed August 22, 2006, with respect to the 103 
Rejection have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection has been withdrawn. 

C. Objections 

Claims 1, 8-22 stand rejected because said claims are drawn to more than one invention 
as the claims contain non-elected subject matter. Thus, to obviate the objection the Applicant 
should delete the non-elected subject matter. 

III. Allowable Subject Matter 

The allowable subject matter are claims 33 and 34 and the compoimds and compositions 
of Formula (I) wherein: 
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A is phenyl or thienyl; B is benzofiiranyl or phenyl, Q is C2-C4 alkylidene; X is sulfur or 
oxygen; G is G2 or G3. All other variable have the meaning recited in claim 1.
